I was as rich and happy 
as thoſe Eccleſiaſticks could be. I indeed 
could have remitted to our Monaſtery five 
hundred Crowns, as eafily as three hundred. 
But that was not all : I began to deal clan- 
deſtinely in Trade, which, I will be fo frank as 
to own, was not altogether ſo conſiſtent with 
my Vow of Poverty : But what ſhall we fay? 
only imitated other Friars, who enjoy'd as 
comfortable Benefices as I did. Such is the 
Conſequence of bad Examples. 

THE Indians in the Neighbourhood of 
Gudtimela, are à mild, - good-natur'd People; 
and onl only . deſtre to. live in Peace. They 
would love even the Spaniards themſelves, K 
theſe would but treat them with a little more 
Humanity. We muſt nevertheleſs except a 
Species of Negro Slaves, a formidable, ſa- 
vage Race of Men, who inhabit the Indigo 
Plantations. Tho' theſe Negro Slaves have 
no other Weapons. but a ſmall Lance, they 
yet have the Boldneſs. to attack mad, wild 
Bulls; or ſwim in Rivers to Crocodiles, on 


which Occaſion they never let go their Hold

A NOBLE and wealthy Indian of Petapa 
died, and left a very conſiderable Eſtate to 
two Sons and a Daughter. The eldeſt of 
the two Brothers undertook to divide the 
Whole into three equal Portions; which be- 
ing done, he ſaid to his younger Brother and 
Siſter, now take your Choice. As you are 
our elder Brother, ſaid they, you ought to 
chuſe ; but he anſwer d, the Choice muſt not 
The younger Brother, and the Siſter, took 
therefore their reſpective Shares, and left the 
third to the eldeſt. Now there happen'd.to 
be, in the Lot of the laſt mention'd, a deep 
Trunk, at the Bottom of which was. a. ſecret 
Repoſitory, wherein a thouſand Pieces of 
Gold were ſtow'd. The elder Brother having 
found theſe, invited his younger Brother an 
Siſter to an Entertainment; at the End of 
which, he order'd the above-mention'd Pieces 
of Gold to be ſerved up in a Diſh, ſaying 
at the ſame Time, This Gold was hid, un- 
known to me, in one of the Trunks in my 
Lot; tis therefore but juſt that we divide it 
between us.

Travellers ſpeak of it, as a Maſter-pieee of Nafurp, 
Thoſe which have been brought into Furqpe, tho? yery 
fmall, are much larger than our Flies; but the Bill and 
Feathers anſwer exactly to the Deſcription which Tra- 
vellers give of them. Rx M. 
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what you now hear; but I can aſſure you, ſe- 
veral Indians declar'd to me, that they them- 
ſelves have ſeen this Philter us'd with Sue- 
'ceſs: Nay, the very Female Indian who em- 
ploy'd one of them to very good, Lan, 
confeſs the whole Affair to me. 
Tas to no Purpoſe, the Friar himſelf 
ſeem' d firmly perſuaded, that all he told me 
-was true; nor cou'd his re Aſſeverations 
gain more Credit with me: Nevertheleſs, it 
will appear by an Adventure which I myſelf 
met with, that the Story related above of the 
Indian Intlathorats. on whom a Love-Potion 
wrought ſuch Effects, might very poſſibly not 
be a Fiction. 

To finiſh the Picture of the Indian Wo- 
men of Petapa, continued the Friar, I am to 
inform you, that tis only in outward Ap- 
pearance they profeſs the Catholick Religion, 
they never believing any Thing they can't 
underſtand. © AY my Endeavours, therefore, 
to convert them, have been unſucceſsful, tho', 
in order to it, I ranſack'd the whole Pro- 
conchi Language for emphatic Expreſſions. 
Theſe untoward and ſuperſtitious People ſe- 
eretly worſhip Idols of Wood or Stone. They 
preſerve in their Houſes, with a religious Care, 
a Toad, or ſome ſuch, Animal; and firmly 
believe, that their Life is bound up in that 
of thoſe filthy Creatures. 

WHEN 7 ſay, that they 3 their Idols 

in ſecret, the Meng or it is, they dare not 
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worſhip them publickly, the Spaniards not 
allowing this; and therefore, whenever any of 
their falſe Deities fall into their Hands, — 
fare but ſorrily: But the Indians are ſo very 
eirdhmſpe&on this Occaſion, that they very 
ſeldom t them come in their Way; they 
generally concealing their Idols in ſome 
Cavern, the Mouth of which they ſtop, 
and aſſemble there, as in a Pagod, in the 
Dead of Night. If their Pariſh-Prieſt hap- 
pens to be inform'd of their; nocturnal Aſſem- 
blies, 'tis his Buſineſs to put a Stop to them; 
and this he may do, by calling for the Aſſiſ- 
tance of the Alcades and Regidors, - who ne- 
ver fail, in order to make zealous Catholicks, 
to ſend him à Guard of Soldiers, at whoſe 
Head he breaks to Pieses the Idols. How: 
ever, theſe Expeditions are dan 1 to a 
Pariſn-Prieſt; yn he, by that Means, ſ 

times gains a Crown of Martyrdom, the me: 
dians tearing him to Pieces. 

Bu r all Pariſh-Priefts are not fond of mak- 
ing ſo glorious an Exit. Father Sephen,. a- 
mong tis reſt, had been induſtrious in ſhun- 
ning it. This venerable Monk was contented 
with preaching the Word of God to his Pa- 
riſnioners, without once attempting to de- 
moliſh their Idols; and I believe it would 
have been more ent in me to follow his 
Example, inſtead of yielding to the Tempta- 
tion I was once under of meriting a Place in 
their Martyrology : For having receiv'd In- 


formation, 
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formation, that at the Foot of a certain Moun- 
tain between Mzixco and Petapa, was a Cavern, 
in which an Idol was hid, and where ſecret 
Aſſemblies were held; I gave Advice of it to 
the Alcades, bravely offering myſelf as a Vo- 
lunteer on this Occaſion, and to go and de- 
moliſh thoſe Idols. Theſe Officers applauded 
my Zeal and Courage, and accordingly fur- 
niſh'd me with a Guard of twenty Spaniards 
well arm'd, at whoſe Head I advanc'd with 
Intrepidity, about Midnight, towards the 
Cavern. | | | | 
Tur Mouth of it was lighted with a pro- 
digious Number of Wax Tapers 3 and we 
found about fifty Indians of both Sexes, ſome 
of whom were offering Incenſe to the Idol, 
and others ſinging is Praiſes, and dancing. 
This Idol was nothing but a huge wooden 
Dragon, painted, and ſet on a Stone Altar, 
Our Arrival diſturb'd the Feſtival; and the 
Sight of the Soldiers threw the Idolaters into 
fuch a Panic, that, inftead of defending their 
Deity, they all took to their Heels. | 
TI oRDER'D my Men not to purſue them, 
nor do them the leaſt Hurt. I afterwards gave 
up the Dragon to the Soldiers, who broke it 
into a thouſand Pieces; and then return'd in 
Triumph to Petapa, looking upon this noble 
1 as a moſt ſignal Service done to the 
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7 be e of this Kurden Bpodition. 
The Danger to which Father 
was exposd; and his prudent Conduct 


in extri cating rune elf from it.

His vigorous Execution perform'd on 
this Occafion, made no little Noiſe in 
the Country. Such Indians as were true 
Converts were not diſpleas'd at it 3 but the 
reſt (a much greater Number) looking upon at 
as a ſacrilegious Action, that deſery'd the 
moſt ſevere — 2 — 4 — il, in 
Which it was ey ſhou 
a certain Night, and murder me in my Re 
Tn EY had already concerted all their Meas 
fures, for pe this horrid Deſign 3 
ſo that _ muſt h, th have fallen a Victim 
to it, had not — interfer d. But 
the Views, for which 1 was reſerv'd by Hea- 
ven, not it to abandon me; I was 
ſo fortunate as to receive, the Day before 
the intended execrable Attempt, an anony- 
mous Letter, informing me of the Danger I 
was in, and the moſt minute Circumſtance of 
it. I was oblig'd for this charitable Diſcovery 
to a Female Indian, whom one of the Con-: 
ſpirators had let into the whole Plot; and 


who, tho an Idolatreſa, thought it more 1

to ſave the Life of an honeſt Man, than to 
revenge the Deſtruction, of her Idol. 

Ar r ER reading this Letter, which I 
thought well deſerv'd my Notice, I put up 
all my Caſh; and, without letting drop a 
ſingle Word, that might give the leaſt Suſ- 
picion, I mounted my, Mule, and ſet out for 
Guatimala, with no other Company but my 
Guardian-Angel, who, tho' he preſerv'd me 
from the impending Danger, could not diſpel 
my Fears: I look'd a thonſand Times behind 
me, to ſee if I was not purſu'd; but, at laſt, 
J was ſo happy as to arrive ſafe at our Mo- 
naſtery. . ' . lt 
I now mform'd our Prior of my holy Ex- 
ploits, which he did not commend fo much 
as my Flight. Father Cyrille, ſays he, to 
compenſate your loſing the Crown of Martyr- 
dom, which the Idolaters intended to beſtow, 
I: have an agreeable Piece of News to tell 
you. A Friar of our Order, who muſt: be a 
very good Preacher, is wanted at Mexico. 
The Jeſuits and Franciſcans now eclipſe us in 
that City; for which Reaſon we muſt have 
ſome Perſon of Eminence to balance their 
Power, and I therefore have made Choice of 
you. Our Provincial hearing, from me, how 
greatly your Sermons have been applauded in 
Guatimala, is determin' dito ſend you to Mex- 


ico. I was juſt going to write, by his Or- 
der, to recal you from Petapa; and conſe- 


quently you are come very à propos.

and this Choice did not a little ſooth my Va-

Honours of the Pulpit, with ſuch* formida- 
ble Rivals, and in ſo noble à City as Mexi- 
co. I thereupon. prepar'd to „comply with 
the Orders of the Father Provincial, who, in 
a Converſation we had together, before our 
Departure, earneſtly deſird me, in particular, 
to exert the utmoſt of my Abilities in the 
Pulpit, in order to keep up the Reputation 


which the Preachers of our Order have al- 


ways enjoy'd in the Weſt-Indies. His Re- 
verence afterwards aſſurd me, that J ſhould, 
one Day, be very well rewarded for it: Then 
giving me the recommendatory Letter which 
he had wrote to the Prior of our Monaſtery in 
Mexico, he gave me his Bleſſing; upon which 
I fet out for that great City.

He then 
read it to himſelf, with great Attention; ex- 
preſſing the higheſt. Surprize and Satisfaction 
he had done; had not the reverend Father 
Provincial writ this Letter, yet fo very great 
a Character is given you in it, that I cannot 
but receive you as a Perſon ſent by Heaven, 
to preſerve the Fame and Glory of our Orget, 
Words could never expreſs the Joy your Ar- 
rival gives us; for tis certain, the Jeſuits have 
got the upper Hand of us in Mexico.

His 
Domeſticks could not paſs the Streets without 
being inſulted; nor could even Salxedo and 
myſelf eſcape the general Odium 3 the Peo- 
ple, no Doubt, , imagining, that we abetted the 
Monopoly of Salt. In fine, all Things ſeem'd

This 
Officer acted very prudently in ſo doing, he 
ſoon finding, that twas no laughing Matter; 
for in leſs than a of an Hour, there 
were aſſembled, in the great Square, above fix 
thouſand Perſons of 5 Ranks, who, ex- 
claiming, in the moſt bitter Terms againſt 
Tirol, wore unanimouſly hop: would tear him 
to Pieces. 
- HiTazzTo the Rioters had — their 
| Rage. only in Clamours; ſo that the Viceroy 
imagining he might quiet them, by only ſend- 
ing a civil „in his Name, and deſiring 
them to retire to their Houſes; with an Aſ- 
ſurance, that Tirol had got out of the Palace 
by a Back- Door; he intruſted me with that

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Shower of Stones, not one of which, very 
lackily, hit me. As nothing was to — 
by endeavouring to quiet the Populace, but 
Blows, I had the Prudence to ſtap hack into 
the Palace; and, eſcaped, by ada ing fo 7 
d propos, the ſad Fate of an Emperor 
Bor Things did not ſtop here; fc 8 

Priefts joining the Rioters, increas'd: their 
Fury; when ſome of the latter arming them 
ſelves with Guns, began to fire at the Win 
dows, and to ſhoot Balls into the Palanty: 
whilſt others, with Clubs and Leavers, en 
deavour'd to beat down the Wall, that they 
might open themſelves a Paſſage thro? lt. 
In the Midſt of this Tumult, which laſted 
about five or - fix- Hours, a Page, and twoof- 
the Viceroy's.Guards,: appearing: at the Balco- 
ny with Carbines, to repulſe the Beſiegers, 
were ſo unhappy as to loſe their Lives 3 hav- 
ing firſt ſnot a few of the Mutineers. We 
ſhould have made a great Slaughter of them, 
had we been Maſters — ſome Pieces of Can 
non; but there were none either in the Pa- 
lace, or the City; the Spaniards not being 
afraid of any foreign Invaſion 
As there were no Cannon, Count d Celves 
caus'd the Royal Standard to be hoiſted on 
the Balcony, and order'd the Frumpet to 
ſound, to call the err to 

. ſuccour 


* The Monarch, in Queſtion, was kilbd by 4 Sone, 
as he was ſpeaking from a Balcony, to make io Sabſese 
lay down their Arms. 
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ſuccour their King, whoſe Perſon he repre. 
ſented; but all this was likewiſe to no Pur. 
poſe; none of his Friends, nor any of the 


Officers of the Chancery, once appearing to 


defend him. And now the Night was com- 
ing on, which the Rioters were impatient for, 
Hopes of increaſing the Tumult. Obſerv- 
ing that the Priſon - Door might eaſily be forc'd, 
they broke it open; or rather, the Goaler 
open d it to them; ſo that they no releas d 
the Priſoners, who joining them, they all ſet 
Fire to the Priſon, and burnt down Part of 


tze Palace. Upon this the principal Inha- 


bitants, fearing the City would be conſum'd, 
ran out of their Houſes, and, for their own 
Sakes, appeas'd the Populace; and, at laſt, 
prevail'd with them to extinguiſh the Flames, 
which had they not done, the City of Meri. 
. C0 wauld have met with the lame Fate as 
Troy. 

Bor tho? hal Inhabitants had. fo. much 
Authority, as to prevent the Populace from 
ſetting Fire to the Viceroy's Palace, they yet 
were not able to ſecure all his Effects, a 
conſiderable Part of his Furniture being car- 
ried off. He himſelf was forc'd, for the Se- 


curity of his Perſon, to fly with his Lady 
ery of the Franciſcans, 


and Son, to the Monaſt 
who were the only Friars to whom he was not 
obnoxious. The Monks in Queſtion gave 
him an Apartment that was convenient enough

The In- 
ſtant of my Arrival there, I flew to the 
Prime-Miniſter's Hotel, where I was admitted 


to Audience, as ſoon as I had ſent up my 


N ame. And now preſenting the Diſpatch 
75 was. 2 to 
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to him, he read them over with due Atten- 
tion; and obſerving what Count de Gelves 
fajd, viz. that I was able to let him into all 
the Particulars of the late Commotion, he de. 
ſir d me to relate them to him, which I ac- 
cordingly did, in ſuch a Manner, as gave him 
entire Satisfaction. I will be fo frank as to 
own, that T ſuggeſted, in my Relation,” as 
many Things as I could to the Archbiſhop's 
Prejudice. I painted him in the blackeſt Co- 
lours ; and clos'd the Converſation with de- 
claring, that the Prelate's Haughtineſs and 
Pride was the ſole Cauſe of the ale fatal In-

Dux x 4Olivarez' read the Viceroy's Dit. 
patches in full Council; upon which the whole 
Aſſembly concluded, chat this Affair highly 
deſervd their Conſideration. The Reſult of 
their Deliberations was, that it would be ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to puniſh the moſt guilty 
Mutineers, to awe the Inhabitants . of the 
reſt of the American Provinces, «who, as they 
were weary of the Spaniſh Yoke, might poſſi- 
bly be tempted to follow the ill Example 
which the Mexicans had ſet them. Accord- 
ingly,” it was reſolved in Council, to ſend fo 
Mexico, Don Martin de Cavite, Prieſt and 
Inquiſitor of Valladolid, as his Majeſty's Com- 
miſſioner, to take. the neceſſary Informations; 
and, at the ſame * to inveſt him with 
full Powers to with great Severity,

mon'd for that Purpoſe, by Sound of Trum- 


pet. A Reſolution was likewiſe taken, to re. 
move the Officers of the Chancery, for not 


once offering to come to the Vieeroy's Aſſiſ- 
tance; when his Perſon was in ſo much Dan- 
ger. With Regard to the Prelate, Don Alonzo 


de Zerna, all his Sollicitations at Court proy'd 


ineffectual; his Conduct being judg'd ſo very 
bad, that not one Member in the Council of. 
fer d a ſingle Word in his Defence. He even 
was remov'd from his archiepiſcopal See, and 
appointed Biſnop of Zamora, a ſmall Dioceſe, 
the yearly Revenue of which amounts but to 


four thouſand Crowns; This was a ſtrange | 


Tranfition ; and, in ſome Meaſure, deſcend- 
ing from. a Coach to a Wheel-barrow. How 
ever, twas thought, that the Court, on this 
Occafion, had ſhown ſufficient Regard for the 
Zerna Family. The Prime-Minifter, who 
was uneaſy to hear of the Inſurrection of the 
Mexicans, did not keep me long in Madrid, 
but ſent me back immediately with Diſpatches 
for the Viceroy. Accordingly, I return'd to 
Mexico, with Don Martin de Carillo, whoſe 
Arrival ſpread a Panic throughout the whole 
Town; for moſt of the Citizens heing conſci- 
ous of their Guilt, dreaded the Puniſhment 
they might naturally expect. All concluded, 
that the Court would make an Example of 
ſome Perſons, and every Man ſhudder'd for 
himſelf, or is Friends: However, the Puniſh-

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ment went no” farther than their Fears; and 
theſe Don Martin removed at once, by in- 
forming them, that his Majeſty, being ſway'd 
by Clemency rather than by the Rigour of His 
Juſtice; had ſent them a general Pardon 

TH1s Declaration produc'd an admirable 
Effect. The Populace, who, in all Countries, 
are inconſtant as the Wind, were ſtrongly af- 
fected with his Majeſty's gracious Diſpoſition, 
- thereupon ſhouted -unanimouſly, Long live 

good King Philip! Long live Count de 
Gelves, his Viceroy ! And now theſe” very 
Rioters, who had thirſted ſo much for this 
Nobleman's Blood, ran in Crouds to the Mo- 
naſtery of the Franciſcans, and humbly be- 
ſought him to leave it, in order for them to 
conduct him to his Palace, with Acclamations, 
and the higheſt Demonſtrations of Joy. n 

Taz Viceroy, who had not once ſtirr'd out 
of the Monaſtery ever fince he took Shelter 
there, finding he now might appear in publick 
without any Hazard to his Perſon, return'd' to 
his Palace, where, to his great Surprize (but a

lency near his Perſon, had promoted him to 
one of the firſt Poſts in his Houſhold, and 
appointed Marquis Serralvo Viceroy in his 
Room. Count de Gelves having no farther 
Hopes of being continued in his Government, 
put the beſt Face he could upon the Mat- 
ter. His Thoughts were wholly employ'd 
about returning to Madrid with the Riches he 
had amaſs'd; and thereupon he made the ne- 
ceſary Preparations for his Departure. Don 
Salzedo and I likewiſe ſettled all our Matters, 
in order to attend him, with our ſmall Effects, 
which did not amount to above two hundred 
thouſand Crowns; whence the Reader may 
judge what Sums his Excellency might carry 
away. At laſt, we left Mexico; but I muſt 
obſerve, that we then exhibited ſuch a Specta- 
cle to the Americans, as occaſion'd not a little 
Slander : For the Wags obſerving near an 
hundred Mules heavy loaded, paſs along the 
Streets, were very merry, at our Expence z 
whilſt we, on the other Side, laugh'd in our 
Sleeves, and arriv'd ſafe, with their Money. 
at Vera Cruz, There we waited for Marquis 
de Serralvo, in order to go on board the Ship, 
which was to bring him into that Harbour 


and *twas not long before he arriv'd. As

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ſoon as he was landed, Count de Gelves and 
the new Viceroy had an Interview. They 


held Conferences during two Days on the 


State of Affairs in New Spain; and afterwards 
parted, with more Politeneſs than Friendſhip;

HUS we ſet Sail for Cales, Had we 


met with any ſtout A/gerine Corſair, or 


. Sallee Rover, as ſometimes happens, we ſhould 


have been a noble Prize to them ; but we had 
the good Luck not to come in the Way of 
any Ship we had Reaſon to fear, throughout 
the whole Voyage. Being arrived at Coe, 
we fta'd no longer in that Port, than was ne- 
ceſſary for us to provide Vehicles, Cc. for 
carrying us to Madrid, to which City we tra- 
vell'd by eaſy Journies. We alighted at 
Count de Gelves's Hotel, ſtanding in Servade 

| Square, 
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Square, near the Church of our Lady of 


Peace. This, indeed, is not the fineſt Hotel 


in the City, but then *tis very commodious 3 


and we thought. our Quarters. here greatly 


_ preferable to thoſe of the Hranciſcaus in

THe Day after our Arrival, the Count 
waited on the Prime-Miniſter, who receiv'd 
him very gracioufly, He then took him into 
his Cloſet, where embracing him with an Air 
of the greateſt Affection and Eſteem; — You, 
no Doubt, ſays he, imagine, that I am the 


Cauſe of your Removal; but, I can aſſure 


you, *tis a Miſtake. You muſt thank your: 
ſelf for not being continued in the Viceroy- 
alty, it being entirely your own Fault. The 
Council, in general, blam'd your Conduct no 
leſs than that of the Archbiſhop 3. and as 
this Prelate has been puniſh'd, it was judg'd 
proper to puniſh you allo, to content the 
Mexicans, who have the Affair of the Salt 
very much upon their Spirits, | 
I Di not dare, continued the Count, to 
ſay a Word in your Juſtification; for. this, ſo 


| far from doing you Service, would have 


turn'd the whole Council againſt you. But 
tho' it was impoſſible for me.to get you con- 
tinued in the Viceroyalty, I yet prevailed with 
his Majeſty to appoint you Maſter of the 
Horſe; and, conſequently, you have no Oe- 
caſion to regret very much the Employment 
you have loſt, ſince you enjoy'd it five: Years, 
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and with ſome little Advantages to yourſelf, 
Tho? Count de Gelves was naturally of a very 
ſuſpicious Temper, he yet believed all the 
Prime-Minifter ſaid; whence imagining that 
he was highly oblig'd to him, he profels'd an 
eternal Attachment to that Duke, and became 
one of his beſt Friends. | | 
THE Duke then took him to the King, 
and preſenting him, ſaid : I have brought 
your Majeſty one of his moſt zealous Servants, 
a late Viceroy, who, I believe, carried your 
Majeſty's Authority in the Meſt-Indies to 1 
greater Height than any of his Predeceſlors, 
He waits upon you, Sir, to return his moſt 
humble Thanks for the Honour your Majeſty 
has done him, in graciouſly appointing him 
your Maſter-of the Horſe; a Poſt that muſt 
be ſo much the more agreeable to the Count, as 
1t will give him the auſpicious Opportunity of 
ſeeing your Majeſty every Day. — The young 
Monarch receiv'd Count de Gelves very graci- 
ouſly ; and being naturally curious and inqui- 
ſitive, aſk'd him many Queſtions concerning 
the Mexicans, and, among others, the follow- 
ing: — Count, ſays he, are any of the Mal. 
Indian Women charming enough to attract the 
Eye of the Europeans *—The Viceroy bluſh'd 
at this Queſtion, imagining, that the King put 
it only by way of Sneer, and merely to ridi- 
cule the Fondneſs the Count had for Negro 
Women. — Sir, replied he, with Confuſion, 
ſome few of them will, indeed, bear looking

familiar with the Beauty of the Ladies of Ma- 
irid Tis my Opinion, that had Counteſs 
4 Gelves heard her Huſband talk in this Strain, 
ſhe would not have been anſwerable for his 
Sincerity. ee eee, 

Coux r de Gelves being now Maſter of the 
Horſe, increas'd his Houſhold, tho' it was 
numerous before; and us'd all his Endeavours 
to make a Figure at Court ſuitable to his 
Rank. As to Don Salzedo, and myſelf, we 
deſir d Leave to quit his Family, and ſettle 
by ourſelves in Madrid, ſince we were in 
ſuch Circumſtances (Thanks to his Goodneſs) 
as would enable us to live honourably.
